SHOSHONE - Not. everyone- who- 
its India receives a personal blessing 
from Mother Theresa, but a Shoshone- 
based botanist with the U.S. Bureau of 
Land Management recently did. 

In addition to meeting the legendary 
humanitarian, Steve Popovich also

His fellow travelers 
representing Rotary clubs from south 
ern Idaho - came from Idaho Falls 
Rexburg, and Ontario, Ore. 

The group was out of the count 
from Jan. H to Feb. 15. Next mouth 
reciprocal team from the Calcutta 
and Nepal will visit Idaho. 

Popovich said he’s still buzzing from 
the meeting with Mother Theresa, 
which was arranged by an influential 
Rotariuu in Calcutta. 

"She took us into her private cham- 
bers, held ottr hands and said a prayer

Mother Theresa that his mother, Bever 
ly Popovich, was suffering from cancer. 

Mother Theresa wrote out a card fot 
Popovich’s mother, then added Beverly 
Popovich’s name to a list of people for 
whom she’ll pray during the next six 
months. 

•A native of Albania, Mother Theresa 
is a Catholic nun who works in the 
poorest sections of the .world's poorest 
cities. Calcutta has been her home for 
years.

At other times, Popovich peered 
straight into faces etched with misery 
and dispair. Guarded by two armed 
sentries, he ladled gruel in a Calcutta 
food line that was 14 miles long. Most 
of the diners suffered from arsenic poi-

NEW YORK — Next week- 
end, with the brightness of the 
brightest star, a comet should, 
the heavens willing, light up 
the northern sky, a lumines- 
cent fotton ball on its way 
home to the sun. 

It will never reach there, but 
its orbit should bring it within 
21 million miles. As its bright- 
ness grows in the sun’s heat 
and its gases and ice crystals 
evanesce, there is a chance 
that Comet Hyakuiake will be 
visible from Earth by not only 
by telescope and binoculars 
but even the naked eye. 

If its brightness holds, it will 
be intrinsically the brightest 
comet to pass so close to Earth 
— less than 9.5 million' miles — 
since 1556. 


A bundle of dust and . ice 
crystals and who knows what 
else, perhaps 10 miles across, it 
will lie traveling about 198,000 
miles an hour as it rounds the 
sun in obedience to its orbit 
wiiicli should bring it back this 
' way in 10,000 to 20,000 years. 

But you needn't wait that 
long. 

Another gigantic comet ar- 
rives on April Fools’ Day .next 
year. It was discovered simulta- 
neously by two astronomers in 
the Southwest; they promptly 
became stars in the scientific 
firmament.

lecturer and instructor at New 

York’s Hayden Planetarium. 

“Those two Buys” are Alan 
Hale of Stanfield, Ariz., and 
Thomas Bopp of Cloudcrofr, N.M., 
each in the south-central sections 
of their respective states. 

Hale and Bopp didn’t know 
each oilier, yet. they spotted their 
comet within minutes of each oth- 
er. Their telescopic gazes crossed 
in the sky. 

Hale had searched the skies for 
comets for years, piling up hun- 
dreds of hours of telescope time. 
He had virtually given up ever 
discovering one. 

Then last July he was sightsee- 
ing the night sky, not systemati- 
cally searching, just scanning like 
one might surf the channels of 
, one’s television screen. In fact he 
had his telescope trained on the 
constellation Sagittarius, which, 
says Rao, is the last place you 
would look for a comet. 

“That’s the center of the 
galaxy. Thai’s where you find 
your comet masqueraders, the 
star clusters, the nebulae, those 


things that look like comets.” But 
aren’t. 

Hale knew better than to waste 
his time comet-chasing amid the 
rubble of the universe. But he de- 
cided to focus his attention on 
star cluster M70, “and bung, 
there it was,” a fuzzy image on 
the edge of the star cluster that 
looked like a smudged- finger- 
print. 

And !o and behold, it was mov- 
ing. Hale had his comet. 

Meanwhile a few hundred 
miles across the state line, a rela- 
tive amateur, Thomas Bopp had 
trained his telescope on M70 as 
well, and spotted the same image. 

Their news electrified the as- 
tronomical world. 

But first will come Hynkutake, 
discovered in late January when 
it was 250 million miles from the 
sun. When it rounds the sun 
around the first of May it will be 
within 21 million of the sun with 
the chance that it may be visible 
to the naked eye. 

There has not been a bright 
comet near Earth since Comet 
West in 1976.'

“I told them* about the good and 
the bad,” he said. Popovich 
touched on a variety of hot-button 
topics, including public lands graz- 
ing, wolf reintroduction and fire 
suppression.

An- 
other hundred chose to stay, of- 
ficials said. Determined to quell 
independence sentiment in the 
week before Taiwan’s first di- 
rect presidential elections, Bei- 
jing is to begin a new round of 
military exercises in the Taiwan 
Straits on Monday, just as an- 
other round ends.

How great it was to return to the Magic 
Valley with my children six years ago. I was 
raised here and wanted to return one day. 

When the opportunity came, I took it. 

But the disappointment in the type of 
growth that is occurring is staggering to the 
seases and thc soul; Smell Valley, as I called 
it in a letter a year ago, is now polluted fur- 
ther with smog, and the gagging order of 
P.U. Ag in Kimberly. - 

Thc changes tliat arc occurring in the area 
draw a great concern from many of us who 
were raised here and have such a deep ap- 
preciation for its beauty. 

Then yesterday, I took thc dogs and went 
down to Dicrkes Lake to hike around. It was 
a warm and beautiful day. I hadn’t been 
doivn there since last fall. As wc walked up 
over thc rise heading toward thc west end of 
die lake, I was shocked to my very core by 
die huge monstrosity tliat met my eyes from 
the east end of the lake. I just stood and 
stared in disbelief. How could anyone be so 
innpprcdativc of the beauty and calm of thc 
lake to place such an ugly casde-typc struc- 
ture where all can see. 

The dogs and I walked on up to a ledge 
overlooking the park and lake. As I sat there 
looking at the area and the monstrosity, I felt 
warm tears running down my face.

GOP challenges Clinton 
on bill limiting lawsuits

WASHINGTON (AP) — Defying a 
promised .presidential veto. 
Congress will send to President 
Clinton a bill aimed at limiting law- 
suits, Senate Majority Whip Trent 
Lott said Sunday. 

"We are going to give him a 
chance to sign product liability," die 
_Mississ i ppi Rcp u b I i ca n said on 
NBC’s “Meet diePress.’ r “I cannot 
believe that he won’t go with some 
legal reform." 

Clinton, in a letter to congression- 
al leaders Saturday, said die compro- 
mise bill worked out by House and 
.Senate negotiators last week was 
unacceptable because it “unfairly 
tilts the legal playing field to the dis- 
advantage of consumers.” 

Clinton said he opposed putting 
artificial caps on punitive damages 
that may be awarded in product lia- 
bility action. The bill, he added, “dis- 
places state law only when that Law 
Is more beneficial to consumers. It 
allows state laws to rcihnin in effect 
when that law is more favorable to 
manufacturers and sellers." 

The Houfce and the Senate are 
expected to vote as early as this 
week on the compromise plan, a ver- 
sion that is far less ambitious than 
past attempts at litigation reform.

A mother only in their dreams 


TUZLA, Bosnia-Herzegovina 
(AP) — In the middle of the 
night,, the . little sisters of 
Srebrenica cry and scream and 
tremble. 

The memory of .their mother’s 
head being blown off during n 
shelling attack js still frightening 
nearly three years later. 

Their father was seen being led 
awny by Serb soldiers when 
Srebrenica ftjll last July. He 
hasn’t been heard from since. 

. They will remember the . inhu- 
manity and brutality of the war 
for the rest of their lives. 

They are five sisters in nil, the 
youngest six, the oldest 18. All 
they have are each other, a 
grandfather, an uncle, three 
aunts and the housemothers at 
the orphanage where they now 
live. 

. Overcome with the horrendous 
deeds of war, there is no peace of 
mind even if there is peace, for 
now, on the battlefields. 

“It is quite normal for hatred 
to exist because they’ve done ter- 
rible things to us,’’ says the 
eldest, Emira Ibrnhimovic, who is 
now the surrogate mother. 

Their real mother, Emina, was 
too young to die, only 35, an inno- 
cent of the war between Serb and 
Muslim. 

As Emira tells it, war chased 
their Muslim family from village 
to village in the Srebrenica 
region, and it was during one of 
those flights, on July 25, 1992,

that a shell hit near the fleeing 
refugees, killing Emina. 

Emira was not with her. Nor 
was Muska, now 12. But Sanela, 
now 6, Semsa, 8, and Ibrima, 1G, 
were eyewitnesses. Sanela was 
three then, too young to remem- 
ber. But Semsa, then five, remem- 
bers. There is still a scar on her 
head from a piece of shrapnel. 
The body has long been healed, 
but the mind is still a casualty. 

Semsa is silent, retreating into 
her world of dolls and stuffed ani- 
mals and other toys. When she is 
with them, a smile lights up her 


face. Save for the oldest sister, 
Emira, none of the others will 
talk about their mother. And 
Emira, just barely. 

The two youngest girls are 
painfully shy. When visitors 
arrive, Sanela hides under a bed. 
Semsa holds her head down and 
puts her hands over her eye$. 

Serosa’s eyes fill with tears 
when oldest sister Emira recalls 
‘ the day their mother died. 

“There were a lot of shellings 
and an attack because the Serbs 
were quite dose and in a position 
to spot us,’’ recalls Emira. “Many 


people ran away from the vil- 
lage.” 

Emira was just behind her 
mother and sisters. She had 
stopped at their house to pick up 
some belongings. “I heard the 
two little girls screaming, but I 
did not know what happened,” 
she remembers. “They ran away. 
Adults from the village buried 
my mother. They did not allow us 
to look at her terrible state. They 
tried to protect us.” 

Emira found her younger sis-, 
ters in a neighboring village 10 
minutes awny. Villagers ban- 
daged Scmsa’s wounds. She cried 
and said she wanted to return to 
her mother. 

After two days, the sisters 
returned to their own village, liv- 
ing with their paternal grandfa- 
ther, Fodil Ibrahimovic, 65. Their 
father, Omer, a 41-year-old con- 
struction worker, was in Libya. 
He returned the day after 
Christinas in 1992. . 

When the Serbs’ attacked 
Srebrenica last July, the sisters 
and their grandfather fled to 
Tuzla. Their father fled into the 
forest but another relative 
reported he was captured along 
with many others. He is among 
the 8,000 Muslims still missing 
from Srebrenica. 

“Still we hope,” says Emira. 
“We hope maybe he’s in some 
concentration camp, not regis- 
tered. But with every day that' 
hope is less and less.”

Brazil fights hunger 
with blood of cows 


TABATINGA, Brazil (AP) — 
Sallow and sullen, with a swollen 
. belly and dull, listless eyes, Lucas 
was a portrait of the misery of 
Brazil’s impoverished shantytowns 
only a few months ago. 

Now the 2-ycar-old’s weight is 
up, his hair and skin are smopth_ 
and lustrous, his eyes are alert. 
He’s even regained his smile. 

The cause of this (turnaround is 
an experimental food supplement 
called Prothcmol, Brazilian 
' experts say. Based on cow blood 
and egg whites, it is being hailed 
as a breakthrough in the fight 
against malnutrition that affects 
40 p6rcent of the children in 
Brazil’s drought-stricken' north 1 
cast. 

Lucas was among 800 children 
between 6 montlis and 12 years of 
age who began taking Prothcmol 
last year in Tabatinga and other 
poor towns around Recife, capital 
of PLjmambucu state-1.160. miles., 
northeast of Rio de Janeiro. 

.“I can hardly control him now,” 
Lucas’ 18-year old mother, 
Marlene, said proudly, standing in 
the doorway of a two-room shack 
made of adobe and palm thatch. 
Her broad smile reveals the dark 
gap of missing teeth. 

Prothcmol arose from an effort 
to find new ways of dealing with 
malnutrition, given the problems 
of traditional handouts of food 


and milk. Because of the cost, the 
government and relief agencies 
usually can’t provide enough milk 
and food for a whole family, so the 
aid often is traded for something 
less nutritious but more filling. 

“Our children needed proteins 
containing the essent ial amino 
acids that tluTliuman IFotly does 
not produce but are necessary for 
development and growth,” said 
Dr. Naidc Teodosio, a professor of 
physiology at the Federal 
University of Pernambuco and 
one of the developers of 
Prothcmol. 

“We had plenty of it at no cost 
and we were wasting it.” 

‘ “Tile answer,' she and other doc- 
tors decided, was in the slaughter-'' 
houses of Recife. Cow blood is 
even more nutritious than meat, 
containing plenty of eight essen- 
tial amino acids the human body 
mast obtain through food. 

._ Scientists. compare.aminqacids_ 
to construction material in which 
proteins are the body’s bricks and 
amino acids are the grains of sand 
and day making up those bricks. 

While .100 grams of meat pro- 
teins have 39.1 grams of essential 
amino acids, cow blood has 46.1 
grams, Teodosio said in a paper 
she wrote during the early experi- 
ments of Prothcmol. 

“/Vs a nutrition supplement, it's 
unbeatable,” Teodosio said.

Most knew something about food groups 
and how mucli of each they should cat; a 
giant construction-paper pyramid on their 
classroom’s floor helped. Many talked of 
staying away from a lot of sugar, and one girl 
even talked of the substance adults at least 
attempt to avoid, fat. 

Yet, moments after Victor Vasquez rat- 
ded off the foods he knows he is supposed to

"Too bad they don’t have any candy in 
that dung." the honest third grader said last 
week. 

And so goes the nutrition lessons in ele- 
mentary schools, where students are told 
early and repeatedly about the foods they 
should eat. 

“You have to tell kids something so many 
times lief ore they pick it up," Anderson said. 

By die time students reacli tiiird grade, they 
already have* been taught quite a bit about 


nutrition basics and what die food groups tire. 
But duty typically haven't put dteir knowledge 
of what's best for diem to work, said Nancy 
Jones, third grade teacher at Oregon Trail 
Elementary School in Twin Falls. 

That’s why Jones sometimes lias students, 
keep track of everything they eat for a week 
so they can see whether they really arc eat- 
ing what they should, site said. 

“Kids’ caring habits today arc so poor,"

“We're trying to make their money'- 
unwelcome in Montana.” 

Sen. Conrad Burns ranked as the 


Senate’s Seventh-highest recipient of 
tobacco money with $-15,750 l>etwcon 
1986 and 1995, according to the 
national watchdog group Common 
Cause. Bauctis reported accepting 
$13,750 in that period. Williams 
received S17.000. 

Bums’ spokesman -Matt Raymond 
said Bums doesn’t have any pkuis to 
change his position on tolxicco. 

“Conrad supports the' farm pro- 
grams, tobacco being one of them," 
Raymond told the Bozeman Daily 
Chronicle on Friday. “He doesn’t feel 
he should turn down contributions 
from groups who happen to support 
his position on farm programs." 

Dunn singled out Bums for particu- 
lar criticism, pointing out the tobacco 
industry is not a significant employer 
in Montana. Opponents also are upset 
because Burns sponsored a bill to 
exempt rodeo sjions from proposed 


limits on tobacco advertising. 

Voting against tobacco issues 
could result in opposition to federal 
wheat programs that Montanans 
depend on, Raymond said.' As for die 
rodeo advertising issue, Raymond 
said Bums thinks it’s more of a free 
speech question. 

“Tobacco is a legal product, and 
until that status changes, the govern- 
ment shouldn’t go around picking on 
single prodiict<mnd-whnrcan nnd_ 
cannot be said at sports events,"

Bums also opposes proposed Foot!

Residents have reacted with 
anger to U.S. Postal Service 
plans to build Genoa's new 
post office in a quiet rural 
neighlwrhood. 

Neighbors have objected to 
the proposed site at Genoa 
Lane and Pioneer Trail, say- 
ing the new post office should 
remain in the downtown of 
Nevada’s oldest town. 

Don Northway and Frank 
Clay, who live across from the 
new site in the east part of 
town, said the facility would 
generate traffic and noise, 
and disturb the quality of life 
in their neighborhood. 

“They’re trying to sneak 
this in," Northway said. 
“We’re riot standing still. If 
there’s anything we can do 
about it, we’re going to do it." 

"I would hate to sec it go in, 
because it would ruin the 
neighborhood," Clay said. “I 
guess the government does 
whatever they're going to do." 

Plans call for the construc- 
tion of a 5,173 square-foot 
post office on a 2.5-acre site 
off Genoa Lane.

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Conservationists put trees on agenda

•’In general, it seems like the - 
number of windbreaks is declin- 
ing," said Jim Cornwell, state 
range conservationist in Boise with 
the Natural Resources 
Conservation Service.

Session produces 
potentially major 
changes in tax policy 


BOISE (AP) — State law- 
makers headed home this 
weekend as their leaders dis- 
cussed the historic achieve- 
ment of ending the 79-year- 
farm worker exemption from 
mandatory workers compensa- 
tion coverage and the political 
courage of raising fuel tuxes in 
an election year. 

But while the interest in the 
68-day 1996 session generally 
focused on those two issues, 
the most Republican 
_LegislniureJn_thejiatiqn mnde_ 
another decision that could 
linvc a major influence on 
future public policy in Idaho. 

By better thnn a two-to-one 
margin in both houses, law- 
makers released their grip on 
the general taxing power of 
the state and gave Kootenai 
County voters the chance to‘ 
impose a sales tax on top of 
the 5 percent levied by the 
state. 

“The Dutch boy’s thumb has 
been in the dike, and we 
pulled it out?" Republican 
Senate President Pro Tern 
Jerry Twiggs asked. 

"That very well could be." 

The final decision is up to 
GOP Gov. Phil Bait, and pub- 
licly lie says the decision on 
whether to sign the bill has 
yet to be made. But lie did sig- 
nal some concern on Friday us 
he signed another bill allow- 
ing counties the chance to 
change their form of govern* 
ment. 

"Unless it interferes with 
the workings of the rest of the 
state, why should we hminhe

“You give it a couple of 
years and there’s no problems 
and the fears everyone’s has 
about local option taxes don’t 
materialize, then you’ll see it 
expanded," Republican House 
Speaker Michael Simpson 
said.

••Why didn't you lead your 
suit?” asked an unhappy East. 
“My double was not a request: it 
was a command to do so.” 

"My spades were weak and my i 
diamonds were solid." explained 
West. "All l needed to beat the 
game was one trick from you." 

With his eyes only' on four vir- 
" t unlly certain minor-suit winners. 
West led his diamond king against 
South’s no-trump game. South, 
who had paid more. heed to East's 
double than West, was quick to 
win dummy’s ace. Clearly, he 
could not afford a holdup play. 

At trick two, South started the 
clubs and it was over quickly. 
West took. his. acc-and. his. high. di-_ 
- amends, but South look the rest to- 
make his doubled game. 

Did East's double demand a 
spade lead from West? Yes, it did. 
When one suit has been bid by the 
defenders, a double of a no-lrurttp 
contract demands the lead of that 
-suit. If both defenders have bid « 
suit, the double demands the lead 
of doubler's suit. 

Against a spade lead. South 
would have had no chance. The 
defense would have scored four 
spades and the club ace, posting a 
score of plus 200 points instead of 
minus 750 (Chicago scoring*. 

Is there ever room for West to 
exercise judgment? Yes. but only 
rarely. Had West held five solid di- 
amonds to the king instead of only 
four, he would have been forgiven 
for disobeying orders.

Residual effects 

Not using it doesn’t necessarily mean you lose it. 
How much of the benefits of endurance training 
you lose if you quit exercising depends on your 
physical condition prior to stopping, the Penn State 
Sports Medcine Newsletter reports. Highly condi- 
tioned athletes can retain, some of the benefits for 
several months. 

Sharing donor livers 

Researchers say they’ve developed a method to 
help people suffering from liver disease without re- 
quiring a transplant. The method, which involves 
injecting billions of healthy liver cells into the dis- 
eased liver, theoretically would allow two or more 
people to benefit from a single donor organ, the re- 
searchers told the annual scientific meeting of the 
Society of Cardiovascular and Interventional Radi- 
‘ology. The research is still very preliminary. 

Diet affects cataracts 

One study has found that older people who re-, 
ported taking multivitamin supplements for a 
decade and more were 40 percent less likely to 
have the clouding of the lens that often is a preair- 
"“sorsrcataroctrThirsnidy-foiind-thaf-peopIe-who- 
ate a lot of vegetables and high-fiber breads and 
cereals over a long period of time also bad less 
‘ clouding of the lens. However, consuming large 


amounts of antioxidants such as beta carotene and 
vitamins C and E did not appear to have a protec- 
tive effect. 

Plus for estrogen replacement 
■ A -long-term study has given more support to ad- 
vocates of estrogen replacement treatment for 
women after menopause. The treatment may offer 
some protection- against Alzheimer's disease. In a 
study called the Leisure World Cohort, women who 
took estrogen for at least seven years after the 
menopause had only half the incidence of 
Alzheimer’s disease, when 'compared to women 
who never took the hormone. 

Not a roynl flush 

A royal flush is unbeatable at the poker table. A 
flushed face, however, may not be such a winner. 
Redness on the cheeks may be an early sign of 
rosacea, a skin disorder that may progress to in- 
clude other parts of the face, including the eyes. 
Although rosacea is a chronic disease that cannot 
be aired, the symptoms can usually be controlled , 
if diagnosed and treated properly.

of those stashes in your home that 
are squirreled away, behind those 
closed drawers and secret hiding 
places. 

“The clutter factor in your home 
is in direct proportion to the state 
of your closets, cupboards, draw- 
ers, and hiding places,” they say. 
“If you want to get and stay orga- 
nized, the starting place is there." 

'Hie main reason houses are dis- 
organized is because there is too 
much stuff. Straight from their 
mouths are suggestions regarding 
some of the stuff they recommend 
discarding: 

• Magazines. Ask yourself, “Do I 
ever read my old magazines," and 
if the answer is, “Never," bundle 
up your collection of unread mate- 
rial and throw it away or recycle it. 

• Newspapers. The rule for 
keeping old newspapers is simple:

Continued from D1 
tions than it is /or appearance. 
You don’t have to have a rippled 
stomach to be strong and have 
good posture." 

When people refer to their abs, 
they arc most often talking about 
the rectus abdominis, a long muscle 
that stretches between the rib cage 
and the pubic bone. Rectus abdo- 
minis is the principal muscle that 
moves the spine, and it’s also the 
one responsible for the washboard 


look of a well-toned mid-section. 

But also in the middle body are 
the external and internal obliques, 
which wrap around the side of the 
body and are used for side-bending 
and twisting movements; the senra- 
tus, which help stabilize the rib 
cage; the transversus abdominis, 
which run underneath the rectus 
and help stabilize the spine; and 
the erector spinac group, short 
muscles that run along both sides 
of the spine.

A ceremony known ns "reading the will" seems to lx* .i thing of 
the past. The law does not require it, and family harmony is often bolter 
served without one. 

In days gone by family members would meet after the funeral at 
the family lawyer's office and witness a reading of the deceased person’s 
will. Today, the more common practice is for the executor or the estate 
attorney to share the copy of the will with interested parties. 

Why the change? The reasons given by veterans of will readings 
vary: the demise of small-town America, the advent of photocopiers, 
near-universal literacy, and an increasing openness of estate planning 
discussions among family members. 

Still true today: family members and interested parties have a right 
to know the contents of the will. They can easily find out by asking the 
executor, estate attorney, or courthouse clerk where the will is filed.
